EFFECTS OF HIGH BATES OF TBANSPOE- 


TATION.—The development of Arizona, 
and particularly that of the mineral 
regions, has been retarded, so the miners 
assert, by high rates of transportation 
by rail. A correspondent of the Bulle- 
tin cites the following instances. 


Lumber can be taken from the moun- 


tains fifty miles distant, and hauled on 
wagons to the town cheaper than it can 
he shipped from San Francisco. It is 
said that it costs $60 a ton or $600 a ear 
to ship machinery from San Francisco 
to Benson, the latter point being a sta- 
tion on the Southern Pacific twenty 
miles distant fiom Tombstone. It is
